The 
President had been sleeping, uncon- 
scious of h's nearly complete failure, 
He woke at the first injection. He 
knew what was being done and sus- 
pected the cause. . 

“Is it serious?” he asked. 

“You are a very sick man, Mr. 
President,” replied Dr. Rixey, “but you 
are a brave man and we expect you 
to rally and pull out.” 

“IT am tm your hands,” replied the 
President. From then on the hours 
dragged wearily. It was a hand-to- 
hand fight with death. No one but tre 
physicians knew how close and how 
vicious a fight it was. Again and 
again the heart refused to respond. 
Salt and water was injected as a sec- 
ondary stimulant and with that there 
was a si'ght increase in the pulse. 

From then on till § o'clock, when the 
condition approached the normal, the 
wait continued tense with wearisome 
pati-n:e. 

Abner McKinley, whose temperament 
and tobacco habits are similar to those 
of his brother, arrived at the house at 
2 o'clock. He was taken out by two 
of the physicians and walked rapidly 
up and down the streets for twenty 
minutes. At the end of that time his 


pulse showed 132, and temperature 100.5, 
both higher than the same conditions 
of the President. 

This incident is regarded by the phy- 
sicians as proving that theré ifs little 
anxiety to be felt for continued h gh 
pulse. 


SLEEP AND NOURISHMENT. 

At 8 o'clock it became imperative to

The space at its dis- 
posal is filled with matcrial and instru- 
ments of great interest not only to the 
farmer, but to the*man of science. The 
different divisions contribute to the ea- 
hibit 2s follows: Division of Chemistry, 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Division of 
Soils, Division of Vegetable Physiol- 
ogy and Fathology, Division of Agros- 
tology, Divisicn cf home cgy, Divis.cn 
of kntomeolug,, Livision Forestry, 
the Weather tiureau, Division of Bat- 
any and the Uince of Experiment Sta- 
tion. ; 

The importance of the exhibit In the 
Division of Chemistry in this decpart- 
ment can hardly be estimated. In this 
«xh.bit . re shown pure toods and food 
are Gispiayed in an 
attractive form the principal manufac- 
tured foods in a state of purity. Each 
of the exhibits Is accompanied by ana- 
lytical data showing the composition 
and nutritive value of the sampie. In 
connection with these Are illustrated 
the pr:ncij al adulterated forms of thes: 
oods, accompanied with a statement 
showing the nature of the adulterant 
and the amount thereof contained in a 
given quintity of focd. The principa’ 
aduiterants employed are illustrated in 
bulk, with statements showing their 
properties and the dangers of their in- 
discriminate use. “he principal adul- 
terants illustrated are preservatives 
and coloring matters, and in connection 
with coloriug matters, skeins of waite 
silk are shown colored with the dyes 
extracted from food products. This 
exhibit is not only typ!cal of manufac- 
tured and adulterated foods, but also 
educational in showing the character 
of these foods and their value as nutri- 


ents. 

An Mustration of the beet-sugar in- 
dustry of the United States is given. 
A large p shows by shaded ereas 
the paris of the county best suited to 
the growth of sugar beets with a hgh 
content of sugar. This map also rhows 
the locations of existing sugar iac- 
tcrica, as well as ihe locations of those 
which are in process of building or 
projected. The exhibit consists of sam- 
ples of products from the various fac- 
tories of the United States, showing 
all products, from the perfect beet to 
refined sugar. An illustration is also 
given of the by-products used for cat- 
tle focd and the various forms in 
which the refuse of the beet factories 
is employed for that purpose. In con- 
junction with this exhibit Is a com- 
plete :epresentat‘on of all the appara- 
tus employed for the analysis of beets 
for determining their richness in 
sugar and for the control of the far- 
tory operations. This exhibit is, to a 
certain extent, retrospective, showing 
the different forms of apparatus which 
have been employed from time to time. 
It aleo contains all the late:t improve- 
ments in forms of laboratory apparatus 


and appliances for the study of the 
sugar beet.

There are ot the present time 
forty beet-sugar factories in the United 
States, representing $15,000,000 of cap- 
ital, and the output of sugar annually 
is aboct 100,000 tons, worth $10,000,099. 

The third section of the exhibit of 
the chemistry division & illustrative 
of the physical and chemical consti- 
tution of the materials used in the 
construction of roads. The iimportance 
of good roads to the provzresa of agri- 
culture is universally admitted ang 
the Secretary of Agriculture has lately 
established in the Division of Ch 
try a road material laboratory. The 
object of this work is to determine, 
by careful chemical and physica] teats. 
the compositions of the materials best 
suited to the manufaciure of good 
roads. The exhibit consists of the road 
material en bloc, together with the 
results of artificial attrition. The fine 
dust obta!ned by this proéess ig mod- 
eled into cubes under «test pressure, 
and then subjected to the blows of a 
small hammer until disinteg: ated. ‘The 
cubes of these materials are exhibited 
together with the fragments obtained 
by their ‘disaggregation under biows 
of a given magnitude. The chemical! 
composition of these mateiials is also 
carefully studied and shown in appro- 
priate tables. 

From all these experiments the co- 
efficient of wear is colculsted, thus 
showing the utility of the material in 
question for the construction of a dur- 
able road. It is believed that thi« ex- 
hibit is unique in character, and not 
only of great interest to those who hh. 
Heve in good roads, but also attrac- 
pee and instructive to the public at 
arge. 

This @ivision is under tne ral 
direction of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. a 
scientist of international reputation. 

One of the most important duties 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry is 
to control and prevent the spread of 
contagious animal diseases from one 
State to another. One of these dis- 
eases which is most ‘common at the 
present time is scabies among sheep, 
or, as it is commonly known, sheep- 
scab. Sheep affected with this dis- 
ease, or which have been exposed to 
the contagion thereof, cannot be 
moved out of the State wherein t 
may be, without first being dipped in 
some preparation which kills the par- 
asite causing the disease. Severai 
models of dipping vats are shown:

Usefulness of Snow. 


Tf all the conflensed moisture of the 
atmosphere were to fall as rain and 
none of it as snow, hundreds of thou, 
sands of square miles of the earth's 
surface now yielding bountiful crops 
would Be little better than a desert. 
e ous economic gain for the 
world at large which results from the 
difference between snow and rain is 
seldom realized by the inhabitants of 
fertile and well-watered lowlands. 

It is In the extensive regions where 
irrigation is a prime necessity in agri- 
culture that the uses of snow 
come chiefly into view. All th h 
the winter the snow is falling upon t 
high mountains and packing itself 
firmly into the ravines. Thus in na- 
ture’s great icehouse a sunply of mois- 
ture is stored up for the following sum- 
mer. 

All the warm months 
hardened snowbanks are  melti 
gradually. In trickling streams they 
steadily feed the rivers, which as they 
flow through the valleys are utilized for 
irrigation. If this moisture fell as rain 


it would almost immediately wash dowg 


through the rivers, which would hardly 
be fed at all in the summer, when the 
most need water. 

se facts are so well known as to 
be commonmace in the Salt Lake Val. 
ley In the sub-arid regions of the West 
generally. They are not so well under- 
stood in New Jersey or Ohio. where 
snow is sometimes picturesque, some- 
times disagreeable features of winter. 
In all parts of the country the notion 
prevails that snow is of great value as

L. STANTON.

HE newspaper poet is a patural 
T preauee of the great newspaper 

age. As multitudes of men and 
women now look to the news sheet for 
much or all of their literary fare the 
editors find themeelves called upon to 
supply a variety of demands. Not the 
least of these demands ig for poetry, 
the oldest of the literary cravings. And 
so there have arisen the makers of 
newspaper verse, pursuing an old art 
under new conditions. One of the 
most prolific of these is Frank L. 
Stanton. 

His fecundity is amazing. Year after 
year, seven days in the week, he con- 
tributes to the Atlanta Constitution 
his quota of verse, varying from a few 
lines to a column. It is fortunate for 
the paper and fortunate doubtieas for 
Mr. Stanton himself, that he is so fer- 
tile. The poet who painfully secretes 
his verses line by line, who is fastidi- 
ous in self-criticiem and reluctant to 
let his lines go to press until the last 
refinement has been accomplished, 
would not be in demand on a modern 
newepaper. Thomas Gray Was a great 

@ very great poet, but he would 

ve starved in journalism. He was 

a lifetime composing 1400 lines. An 

editor-in-chief would demand that 

much in a month. He who seeks a 
livelihood in journalism must be 

ductive. 

“TIMELY” VERSE MAKING. 

He must also be “timely.” Mr. Stan- 
ton’s verse is as opportune as the edi- 
torials in the adjoining columns. When 
his poetry is collected and republished 
in book form, as has now been don 
it constitutes a rhyming chronicle 
events in Georgia for a given period. 
Here is a calendar of the shifting 
eeasons of the year, the April violets, 
the soft southern June nights, the sum- 
mer @ t, watermelon time, cotton 
picking, the "possum season, the win- 
ter bliszard: here is a record of the 
“doings” of Georgia folk, a reunion of 
veterans, a religious revival at Way- 
cross, a lynching; anything, from a 
State election to a barbecue, gets its 
characteristic acknowledgment in song.

The itor’s comments 
are made gravely in prose; Mr. Stan- 
ton’s are made with laughter or 4

Stanton composes are favorable indeed 
to spontaneity, but not equally favor- 
able to uniform excellence. Pegasu 
is a tricky jade 
pended upon for steady dail 
even under the stimulus of t 
man’s peremptory call for “copy.” Mr. 
Stanton has the defects of his merits. 
He rhymes too easily. His facility is 
fatal to the care by which alone the 
best things are t. In the mas 
terpleces of poetry we do not perceive 
the labor, but it is there, nevertheless. 
The great poet has the tact to conceal 
his art. That which seems spontantous 
is in reality often the result of much 
travail. Wordsworth said that “poetry 
is recollecteé emotion” and ords- 
worth generally knew what he was 
talking about when he was talking 
about poetry. The poet deliberately 
recalis a foregone throb of pain or 
pleasure and carefully sets it to the 
words which will best express its ut- 
most poignancy. The finished work 
gives us no hint of the labor spent 
upon it. The scaffolding is removed 
before the statue is unveiled.
